These figures include early totals 


from 74 cities in 26 states. Very few 
cities had completed their vote, and 
score.s taking the poll had not yet re- 
ported at all, thus forecasting a huge 
total vote and confirming widespread 
public interest in the proposed plan 
to alter the personnel of the nation's 
highest tribunal. 


President "loosevelt's home state of 


New York, with eight cities report- 
ing, 
was piling up a total of votes 


against the plan of almost four to one, 
registering 1545 for the plan, and 6630 
against.

Business Moves" 


Steadily Upward 


Strike Settlement, Passing 
of Flood, Remove Tem- 


porary Threats 


WASHINGTON —(/P)— Government 


economists predicted Thursday an up- 
ward surge in industrial and business 
activities, which had been interrupted 
in recent weeks by floods and strikes 
Along with this will come continuec 
improvement in purchasing power o 
consumers, said the Bureau of Agri- 
cultural Ecconomics. It forecast strong 
prices for major farm products in the 
next few months. 


The settlement of recent strikes wil 


expand employment and pay rolls, anc 
"large private and governmental ex- 
penditures for rehabilitation of thi 
flood areas will help to stimulate gen- 
eral business in the immediate fu- 
ture," the bureau said. 


Possibility of a recession in busi- 


ness later this year was discussed. The 
bureau said some trade leaders be- 
lieved buying had moved ahead o 
consumption and that a natural re- 
action must follow in some lines. This 
view was discounted by the burea 
however. 


It also mentioned "boom" conditions 


in some foreign countries, declaring 
that some observers attributed these 
booms to rearmament programs. 


"A severe slump in business in the 


affected countries is expected by some 
observers when rearmament is carried 
to the point considered desirable or 
practicable, and government borrow- 
ing or credit stimulation for this pur- 
pose ceases. At present, however, 
there are no indications that this cli- 
max will bo reached in the near 
future," the economists said. 


Cotton prices, the survey said, had 


averaged higher in recent months. It 
predicted that only about a 
"mod- 


erate amount" of the 3,000,000 bales 
of government loan cotton would be 
released before April 1, because of the 
relatively high minimum release price 
and small quantities of premium-qual- 
ity cotton in loan stocks.

Hot Springs residents guilty of violat- 
ing the law in last summer's Demo- 
cratic state primary. 


As proof that Judge Witt could not 


have been ignorant of the fact that 
open gambling was going on in Hot 
Springs, in definance of the law, the 
report said: 


"A former prosecuting attorney of 


the district testified that he held a 
conference with Judge Witt and Mayor 
McLaughlin soon after the prosecut- 
ing attorney took office, in which an 
gambling houses were to operate under 
agreement was had under which these 
quasi sanction of law, on condition that 
they pay a fine of $10 each week in 
Municipal Court. Later, on complaint 
that the county was getting no rev- 
enue from these houses, it was agreed 
that they should pay a fine of ?100 
each month to the city, and an ad- 
ditional $100 each month to the county. 
But the records of Belvedere, and the 
testimony of its bookkeeper, Mr. Sam 
Watt, shows that neither Belvedere 
nor Southern Club ever paid a fino 
either to the county or to the city. 
We wonder if the fact that a brother of 
the municipal judge and an uncle of 
the circuit judge both worked for 
these clubs, and the further fact that 
'influential' citizens of the city of Hot 
Springs, drew large dividends as gifts 
from these clubs had anything to do 
with the fact that no fines were ever 
assessed against them. 


After describing conditions in Hot 


Springs as "intolerable," the 
com- 


mittee, majority said that it appealed 
obvious that such conditions could 
not exist in a community where the 
courts function as the constitution and 
the law contemplate. The report said 
that it was inconceivable that Judge 
Witt should not have known that 
gambling operations were being car- 
ried on during the 14 years that he 
has been on the'bench. It called at- 
tention to the fact that the judge's 
uncle, P. C. Witt, was employed by 
the Club Belevedere, a gambling re- 
sort just outside Hot Springs.

cations, "special 'attention must be giv- 
en to protecting the kidneys and heart 


during the time the child is sick. Ev- 
ery patient with scarlet fever should 
remain in bed for at least three weeks. 


The diet should be' light and soft, 


consisting mostly of liquids, until the 
fever has disappeared. 


Cereals and other soft foods gradu- 


ally may be added until the peeling 
of the skin begins. Then it becomes 
necessary to build the tissues and 
blood by supplying the right materials. 


These include, particularly, plenty of 


milk, fresh fruits and vegetables, and 
other foods rich in vitamins, mineral 
salts such as calcium and iron, and 
more protein than is allowed during 
the active stages of the disease. 


It is especially important to avoid 


exposure of the patient to cold. Bath- 
ing preferably should be done in bed 
by sponging with lukewarm water. 
The patient's skin should be oiled or 
anointed to aid peeling and to pre- 
vent irritation. 


• Experiments have shown definitely 
that scarlet fever germs may be 
coughed into the air by. those who 
have the disease, and that doorknobs 
or similjji objects may be contaminated^ 
by the Mnds of those who are caring" 
for the patient. 


It is therefore important to practice 


good personal hygiene in taking care 
of patients. Hands' should be wash- 
ed thoroughly after departure from a 
room in which a scarlet fever patient 
.lies. 


Moreover, it is well to have available 


a.smock or nurse's gov/n which can 
be put on before entering the sick 
room, and taken off after leaving it.

New Land Use Is 


Forced on U.S. A. 


Program Conserves Soil 


Chocks Dust Storms, 


Drouth and Flood 


The United Stales is entering n new 


em of land use in which the originally 
prevnlllng system of Innd exploitation 
is being replaced by a system of land 
defense, H. H. Bennett, Chief of the 
Soil Conservation Service, declares. 


"Land defense bused on sound meth- 


ods of soil and water conservation," 
he said, "is HR necessary for the con- 
tinuing welfare of (he nation as the. 
protection of our shores from possible 
invasion. Accelerated soil erosion pre- 
sents the nation wiht n physical land 
crisis o fenormous importance to the 
continuing welfare of agriculture in 
particular nnd to the entire social and 
economic structure in general." 


Although the primary purpose of 


erosion control is the preservntion of 
the country's soil resources, widespread 
application of conservation practices 
can have a definitely beneficial bear- 
ing on the three-fold problem of dust 
storms, drouths, and floods, Bennett 
asserted. Agricultural measures which 
increase the absorptivcness of the soil 
and make denser the vepetntive cover, 
he said, will alleviate the intensity of 
drouth conditions and tend to prevent 
dust storms. 


Discussing the recent disastrous flood 


in the Ohio Valley, Bennett pointed 
out the importance of soil and water 
conservation work in the reduction of 
flood crests. The natural drainage 
systems of the country, he stated, have 
been increasingly overtaxed in recent 
years b ythe addition of millions of 
new. 
man-made tributaries. Gullies. 


roadside ditches, drainage channels. 
and furrows between crop rows run- 
ning up and down, instead of on the 
contour of sloping land, arc examples 
of these new tributaries. 


The excessive discharge of water 


from these artificial tributaries, to- 
gelher with the accelerated run-off 
accompanying soil erosion, has done 
much, he stud to accentuate the inten- 
sity of floods. Advancing soil eros- 
ion, he explained, exposes the less ab- i 
sorpjtive subsoil and leads to Quick- ; 
cncd run-off which, in turn, produces | 
further erosion. According to Bennett, j 
this is a vicious circle which cim be ' 
broken only by the introduction of j 
land-use measures designed to slow 
down run-off and check erosion. 
' 


Emphasizing that there is no easy 


panacea for flood control and that the 
negligence of more than a century 
could not be remedied in n year or 
two, 
BenneU stated that widespread 


application and combination of proper 
Innd management with upstream and 
downstream engineering work, carried 
on continuously in a long-time pro- 
gram, would not only reduce the vol- 
ume and velocity of run-off, but would 
control the waters more effectively 
after they have accumulated in stream 
channels.

The Power of Jesus Over Death 


Text: John 11:23-28, 32-44 


The miracles that we have studied 


in the lessons thus far have symbolized 
the power of Jesus to give life, to heal, 
and to bring light to the darkened 
souls (if inun. Hero in our lesson we 
come to the ultimate miracle of the 
power of Jess over death, the miracle 
attested in His own death and resur- 
rection. 


It is a very human story that is pre- 


sented, of two sisters in Bethany, Mar- 
tha and Mary, who were very unlike 


i in their dispositions, but had in com- 
mon a loyalty to the Master and a love 
for Him that made Him an honored 
guest in their home. 


Into this home sorrow had come 


in the death of their brother, and the 
deep sympathy of Jesus, as well as 
His intense devotion to that hospitable 
home, i.s found in the simple words 
concerning His coming into the house 
of death—"Jesus wept." In the di- 
vision into verses in our English Bi- 
ble, it is Hie shortest verse of all; yet 
it is full of expression and significance. 


The story of how Jesus brought 


Lazarus forth from the tomb is fa- 
miliar to lu all. It brings to every 
thoughtful and inquiring mind some 
very poignant questions. 
Why did 


Jesus weep, if He had the power to 
bring Lazarus from the dead? Why 
\v;is the power of Jesus not exercised 
in more homes and circles of sorrow in 
His own day? 


There must have been many, many 


cases of bereaved disciples, and yet 
the stories of Jesus bringing the dead 
to life arc few. Why is the same power 
of Jesus not manifest in homes of death 
and sorrow today, where the devotion 
to the Master is as intense as it was 
in that home where Martha and Mary 
loved Him? 


These questions we cannot answer, 


any more than wo can explain the 
miracle. The rationalist might say that 
these stories have come from tradi- 
tions that arose around the life of the 
Master, as they have arisen in some 
form around the lives of other great 
teachers and prophets. 


But we cannot dispose of the mir- 


acles quite so easily. The miraculous 
records are inbcdded in the story of 
a wonderful life, and one cannot, feel 
that the life and salvation that Jesus 
brings to men have their ending in 
death and the tomb. 


We have suggested that the miracles 


beyond the literal record have the 
symbolism of spirtual truth, and this 
i.s surely true concerning the miracle 
of restoring the dead to life. That is 
what Jesus does spiritually in the 
souls of men. His recreating and re- 
viving power has everywhere been 
manifest, both in the days of His life 
Ion earth, and all the years since, in 
the times and places where His gospel 
has made its power felt. 


In His earthly life and-teaching, 


Jesus never promised His disciples im- 
munity from pain and sorrow; He nev- 
er told them that they would have un- 
limited physical existence. What He 
did promise was that eternal life 
would be the portion of those who 
found in Him the Way and the Truth.

Joe Delaney argued for Notre Dame. 


Their arguments were interesting, 


especially to those football fans who 
scoff at systems and say it makes no 
difference which one you use. 


More Long Gains Under 


Rockne Plan 


Latanzi and Ziniti 
argued 
that 


Rockne was the Notre Dame system. 
It was successful only because of his 
psychology. When he died, his sys- 
tem died with him. 


Osmanski and Delaney argued that 


Notre Dame's offensive was far su- 
perior to the Warner attack because 
under the Rockne system every play 
is fashioned as a scoring play, provid- 
ing the men carry out their assign- 
ments properly, while the Warner 
plays arc good for only a few yards. 


The Notre Dame supporters also 


pointed to the fact that 'six of the 
eight teams competing in the various 
bowl games this year were Notre 
Dame-coached.

which is usually needed as an addition 
to the feed crops. 


Quick temporary control of meadow 


Strips constructed in the spring can 
usually be obtained by planting a mix- 
ttyre of grasses and grain at the rate of 
50 pounds per acre. Tho provide per- 
i manent protection Berumda grass, car- 
jj*t' grass or other hardy perennials 
can be planted with the annuals.

Vegetated meadow strips and outlet

P. McLaughlin, who seems to dom- 
inate the politics of the county, culled 
in various employes of the city and 
gave them lists of names for whom 
they were to obtain order for poll 
tax receipts. That having obtained 
these orders, receipts were Issued by 
the tax collector and delivered to the 
mayor, who sent the purchaser of 
these receipts to the city clerk, who in 
turn paid him the amount he had paid 
for these receipts. At the proper time 
these .receipts were delivered to the 
voter whose name appeared thereon, 
if it was found that such voter could 
be counted upon to vote the so-called 
'administration ticket.' 


"It was also shown that on the day 


before the election was held, in Au- 
gust, 1936, Mayor McLaughlin called 
a meeting of employes of the city, 
judges and clerks of election, and oth- 
er persons identified with the city ad- 
ministration and made them a speech, 
in which he told them that all em- 
ployes who did not go down the line 
for the administration ticket from gov- 
ernor to constable would be looking 
for a job the morning after the elec- 
tion. He also asked them to say to all 
business men of the city that if they 
wished to do well in their respective 
businesses, not only they, but their em- 
ployes had better vote the adminis- 
tration ticket. That after this meet- 
ing, he called those selected to serve 
as judges and clerks of election to meet 
him in his private office for instruc- 
tions as to their duties on election day. 
What those instruction were, we were 
unable to find out. We can only con- 
jecture from the results. 


"While there were 11,800 poll tax 


receipts 
issued, only approximately 


6,600 votes were cast in that primary 
election or about 5,200 voters either 
stayed at home, did not vote, or their 
votes were not counted. It is claimed 
by those opposing the administration 
that many good citizens did not at- 
tempt to vote for the reasur. they felt 
their votes would not be counted, or 
if counted at all, would he counted 
for thoss for whom they did not vote.

rorism in the following language: 


"We were greatly handicapped at 


first, by the attitude of those being 
Investigated and those citizens who 
would be benefitted by such investiga- 
tion. The report was freely circulated 
about Hot Springs that no real inves- 
tigation was contemplated, and that 
the city officials and gambling in- 
terests would be able to block the in- 
vestigation. In view nf existing con- 
ditions, many of those who could have 
given valuable testimony, feared to do 
so, or at least expressed such fear he- 
cause of the dread of reprisals on the 
part of the lawless element of the 
city, as well as on the part of those 
in authority. It was not until the 
agents of the Revenue Department had 
raided the leading gambling houses 
of Hot Springs did both sides become 
convinced that the committee was in 
earnest. From that time, the task of 
getting witnesses to testify became 
much simpler." 


In another place, the report says: 
"It was alto testified that in some 


specific instances, business houses op- 
erated by those notin sympathy with 
the local sot-up were boycotted. Some 
members of the committee contacted a 
number of business and professional 
people who refused to testify before 
the committee and give valuable in- 
formation in their possession for the 
reason as they claimed, that it would 
be dangerous to their persons and to 
their businesses, and force them, to 
seek a location elsewhere." 


The majority also called attention 


to charges that Hot Springs police 
have been guilty of gross brutality and 
immorality and stressed the case of 
John Dickson who was shown by an 
autopsy to have suffered terrible in- 
juries while he was a prisoner of the 
Hot Springs police. 


As a remedy for present conditions 


in Hot Springs, the committee recom- 
mended: 


"We cannot too strongly condemn 


the cruel and inhuman practices of the 
police ami other officials 
of 
Hot 


Springs in their treatment "f prisoners 
who are unforuuiate enough to fall 
into their clutches. We do not con- 
fine this condemnation to the police 
officials alone, for in the Dickson case, 
in particular, the circuit judge, the 
mayor, the municipal judge, and the 
city physician are jiuilty of either 
wanton neglect of their duties, or of 
actual noil fea.sance in failing to give 
this case proper attention after same 
was called to their attention. 
We 


think that this crime can only be cor- 
rected by having the present judge va- 
cate the bench, allow the governor 
to apjx)int a special judge and a .social 
prosecuting attorney to prosecute, let 
thti judge nppniiitrd fcr lhal purpti.se
